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prayers of St. Augustine belong to the 
same period. Many of the prayers 
attributed to him, however, are of 
later origin and doubtful authorship, 
some of them, probabl3^ being by St. 
Anselm and St. Bernard. There are 
some striking and fervent collects from 
the ]\Iozarabic Sacramentarj^ which was 
in use in Spain before A.D. 700. In 
the Middle Ages, St. Anselm, Thomas a 
Kempis, and others contribute devout 
prayers, and the age of the Reforma- 
tion in England and Germanj'^ is very 
rich in devotional treasures. In the 
succeeding centuries. Bishop Andrewes, 
Jeremy Taylor, Bishop Wilson, _Dr. 
Johnson, and many others, continue 
•the golden chain dovm to the present 
century. The names of Christina G. 
Rossetti, George Dawson, Rowland 
Williams, and E. B. Puse}^ are enough 
to show that the spirit of prayer still 
bums with a steady_ flame.
